W a s h in g t o n , November 23d.—The at­ 
tendance at the Criminal Court this morning 
was sensibly diminished, on account of a raiu 
storm. 
W hile Guiteau was taking his breakfast at 
the City H all, ho expressed dissatisfaction at 
the release of Jones upon bail. 
W hen the Court opened, Scoville made a 
formal request for the papers takeu from 
Guiteau at the time of his arrest, stating 
th at they were material evidence for the de­ 
fense, and since the prosecution had not needed 
them, he could not see no reaeon why they 
Bhould be withheld. 
The IMstrict A ttorney offered to furnish 
copies of the papers, but Scoville insisted 
upon his rights in the matter, and asked for 
the originals. 
Pending the discussion Guiteau insisted 
upon being heard, and said : “ I can throw 
light upon this. 
A t the time of my arrest I 
had forty or fifty editorial slips, showing the 
political situation in M ay and June. 
These 
slips show the action and forces th at impelled 
me on to shoot the President. 
They are very 
important, as showing the gist of the whole 
m atter. 
There were forty or fifty Blips de­ 
nouncing President Garfield. 
I t was living 
on such ideas as these that I was finally im­ 
pelled to shoot the President with my inspira­ 
tion.” 
Colonel Cot khill interposed again, saying, 
“ If it will favor yon to get through to-day I 
will send for them .” 
During the momentary lull in the pro­ 
ceedings G uitesu again tried to make a per­ 
sonal explanation, saying he had used the ex­ 
pression yesterday th at “ Julius” was too suL 
gestive of the negro race, and for th at reason 
he had dropped it from his name. 
His 
prejudice was begotten twenty years before. 
He meant no disrespect to any person or any 
race, particularly not to the colored race, for 
they were more highly thought cf than the 
white race nowadaj s. 
Scoville continued by reading Gniteau's 
letters. 
He read a letter written by Guiteau 
to his father, in which he spoke of bavin 
gotten into some trouble, and in which he 
asked for money. 
Guiteau explained tho letter, saying: “ One 
of tny clients, a miserable little whelp, had 
me arrestad on aceoiwt of a little difference 
of §20 between us. 
As soon as the District 
Attorney’s attention was called to the m atter 
I was released. 
I never ought to have been 
arrested, but it got into the papers aud did 
me a good deal of harm. 
I had been in the 
theology business some time, and as usual 
was out of money’. 
T hat’s all there was in 
th at.” 
As the reading of the letter concluded, 
Guiteau again interrupted, saying : “ I never 
got much from my father. 
He got down on 
me because I left the Oneida Community. 
W e could never after th at agree on that 
miserable, stinking Community business. I ’m 
mad every time I think of it. 
I t kept me 
out of fellowship with my father up to the 
time of his death.” 
Scoville, resuming, alluded to G uiteau’s 
career as a politician, and drew the con­ 
clusion th at his intellect was deficient. 
This view aroused the prisoner a t once, and 
he began a series of interruptions, protesting 
against Scoville’s conclusions as false. 
W hen reference was 
made to running 
around from one committee to another seek­ 
ing to be employed as a campaign speaker, 
his failure to obtain recognition was men­ 
tioned, Guiteau shouted angrily, “ B ut I 
was not known. 
I had ideas, but no reputa­ 
tion. 
They wanted big guns like General 
G rant and Senator Conkling—men who would 
draw.” Then in direct contradiction to his 
counsel’s declaration to the jury yesterday 
(that Guiteau was a man who never made 
a joke in his life), he looked up with an 
amused smile and added, " I presume I ’d 
draw now.” 
This provoked general laughter, which was 
promptly suppressed by the Judge, who 
struggled to disguise a smile upon his own 
features. 
Scoville continued upon the same Hue aud 
criticised G uiteau’s speech entitled “ Garfield 
vs. Hancock.” 
H e said it was a mere jumble 
of ideas, collected from the newspapers and 
from speeches of others. 
No one but a crazy 
man wfeu’.d have imagined, as G uiteau| did, 
th at his speech possessed any merit. 
• 
Guiteau became more and more restless, 
and in the most excited manner ever shown 
by him, shouted to Scoville: “ I object to 
your theory on that score, and when you try 
to make out th at I am a fool I am down on 
you. 
I want you to tell the truth, but you 
needn’c try’ to make me out a fool. 
I siy 
th at the Deity inspired my act, and H e wiii 
take care of it. 
I want the truth, and th at is 
all there ¡3 abent it.” 
Colonel Corkhill arose to protest agaiust 
the interruptions of the prisoner, when Gui­ 
teau waved his hand to him patronizingly 
and said : “ I t is not necessary to make any 
remarks, Colonel; ju -t let the m atter drop.” 
Scoville was willing to a^ree to any meas­ 
ures th at the D iitrict Attorney might suggest 
to restrain the prisoner. 
Davidge desired to suggest a way to pre­ 
vent the outbreaks. 
H e attributed them en­ 
tirely to Scoville’s course in commenting on 
the evidence already submitted, and his at­ 
tem pt to argue from it a mental affirmity on 
the part of t he pi is mer. 
Guiteau listened intently, and. striking his 
clenched hand on the table in front of him, 
exclaimed : “ I agree with th at all through, 
and I desire to thank the prosecution, every 
one of them, for the liberal spirit they have 
shown. 
I think Colonel Curkhlll made a fine 
opening speech. 
Thera was not any bitter 
ness at all in his speech, and I commend him 
for it.” Guiteau continued to interject his 
observations upon Scoville’s theory that’ he 
(Guiteau) was deficient in intellect, and pro­ 
tested th at he would not allow’ his counsel 
to make him out a fool. 
After a few min­ 
utes Guiteau subsided, and promised the 
Court that ho would keep quiet. 
Scovilla concluded his opening speech with­ 
out further interruption or incident. 
A t the 
request of tho D istrict A ttorney tho wit­ 
nesses for the defense were excluder! from tbe 
Court-room, with tho exception of Mrs. 
Scoville. 
The prosecution, at tho request of 
Scoville, made an exception in her case. 
The first witness for the defense, II. M. 
Burton, was then examined. 
H e testified 
that he did not think the prisoner so de­ 
ranged as to be irresponsible; thought him 
not deranged, but very badly arranged. 
There tvas no cross-examination of this 
witness. 
H. M. Davis, of Erie, Pennsylvania, tes­ 
tified to a knowledge cf the insanity of 
Guiteau’s aunts. 
Thompeoa Wilcoxon, of Freeport, Illinois, 
knew Guiteau’s father, and described his pe­ 
culiarities, 
John A. Rice, of Minton, Wisconsin, a 
practicing physician of twenty-six y; a r;, 
testified th at he examined the prisoner in 
1870, and came to the conclusion that he was 
insane. 
H is insanity was emotional rather 
than intellectual. 
There appeared to be an 
im pairment of judgment, but unt much, if 
any, impairment of intellect. 
He told his 
friends th at Guiteau ought to be secluded. 
W itness treated G uiteau’s fa th e r; did not 
consider him insane. 
A fter several witnesses had been examined, 
the prisoner often interrupting in his usual 
manner, ths Court adjourned until to-mor­ 
row. 
B o ile r L ik e ly to T a k e a H a n d , 
C h ic a g o , November 23d.—A W ashington 
special says : Mr. Scoville is now very confi. 
dent th at General Benjamin F. B utler will 
take part in the defense of Guiteau before 
the trial ends. 
I t is reported that in view of 
this probability printed copies of the testi­ 
mony are sent regularly to him every day.

THE PACIFIC COAST AND TEE CABINET. 


For some time past there have been 
rumors to the effect that President Arthur 
intended to give the Pacific coaBt repre­ 
sentation in his Cabinet, and that he had 
in fact already selected ex-Senator A. A. 
Sargent for this position, and contemplated 
offering him the portfolio of the Interior 
Department, or perhaps that of the Navy. 
If these reports do indeed at all faithfully 
reproduce the President’s inclinations, the 
people of the Pacific coast will have cause 
for congratulation, and the country will 
gain a very able, conscientious and in every 
way fit man to administer whichever de­ 
partment Mr. Sargent may be put at the 
head of. 
Comparisons are proverbially 
odious, and yet it is necessary to express the 
belief that there is no other public man on 
this coast who has given proof of being 
nearly so well fitted for a Cabiuet posi­ 
tion as Senator Sargent. 
His services to 
California have been conspicuous and mani­ 
fold. No more faithful, competent or ener­ 
getic man has ever been sent from this 
coast or this State to represent the people 
in either chamber of Congress. 
As Repre­ 
sentative and as Senator he devoted his 
whole time and abilities to his constituents 
and to the country. 
The sterling quali­ 
ties which compose his character were fully 
recognized and appreciated at Washington, 
and no member, either of tho House or the 
Senate, commanded more respectful atten­ 
tion when he rose to speak, or when he pro­ 
posed legislation in the committee-room. 
An indefatigable worker, no toil was too 
arduous for him in the pursuit of his public 
ends, and it may be said that all his work 
was in the interest of the people. 
Possess­ 
ing a thorough practical knowledge alike 
of legislative and departmental work, hav­ 
ing mastered the routine as well as the 
principles in both cases, he needs no 
“ coaching” to prepare him for the proper 
discharge of ministerial duties. 
A Repub­ 
lican of deep convictions, a statesman of 
tried capacity, a man of high mental at­ 
tainments, great firmness, and unblemished 
integrity, it would not be possible for Pres­ 
ident Arthur to make a happier choice for 
his Cabinet. 
Of course we do not seek to 
conceal our belief that Senator Sargent, as 
. Secretary of the Interior, might be able to 
confer some special benefits upon this coast. 
This, however, belongs naturally to his 
familiarity with local _ interests and needs. 
It has happened sometimes that the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior inflicted positive in­ 
jury upon the Pacific coast through ignor­ 
ance of it* peculiar conditions and re­ 
quirements. 
So much would be saved us 
by the appointment of Senator Sargent; 
but, however, highly we may think of his 
fitness in such regards,' we should not feel 
justified in indorsing him for so respon­ 
sible a position were we not equally con­ 
vinced of his ability to satisfy the demands 
of the whole country. 
In short, we may 
say that there is no better Cabinet timber 
in the Union thjin Senator Sargent offers, 
and if President Arthur appoints him to 
one of the Departments he will have the 
satisfaction of reflecting that he has done 
that which will be regarded with very gen­ 
eral and hearty approval on this coast, and 
which will at the same time strengthen his 
administration greatly. 


The Tariff Convention recently held at 
Chicago seems to have put forward some of 
the most impudently mendacious state­ 
ments that have ever been advanced by the 
tax-eating class in order to hoodwink the 
dupes who maintain them out of their hard 
earnings. 
Thus the Committee on Resolu­ 
tions reported among other almost equally 
reckless assertions that “ the protective 
“ policy of America is to be credited with 
“ having not only provided the revenue 
“ with which to subdue the Rebellion, re- 
“ vive the national credit, and discharge in 
“ large part the national debt, but also 
“ with having quadrupled the industries of 
“ the country, maintained their unexam- 
“ pled and continued prosperity for twenty 
“ years, and turned the balance of trade 
“ steadily and with unexampled power in 
“ our favor.” It is certainly strange that 
a Convention of respoDsib’e men should 
bave thought it either creditable or politic 
to make such a series of assertions as the 
above, for as a matter of fact every cnc of 
them is not only flagrantly false, but can 
be shown to be false without the least diffi­ 
culty. 
The Chicago Tribune had the first 
opportunity to expose tho falsity of these 
dishonest and stupidly untrue statements, 
and it has done the work in a thorough 
manner ; but as the assertions of the tax- 
eaters will go all over the country it is 
necessary that the refutation of them 
should also be undertaken everywhere by 
those who have not yielded their intclli- 
gence to the clumsy sophistries of these 
people. 
The pretense that protection “ provided 
the revenue with which to subdue the 
rebellion ” is one of the most preposterous 
of the series, as the figures will instantly 
demonstrate. 
The total revenue derived 
from the tariff during the rebellion was 
$305,3G3,213, while the cost of the war 
was §3,170,372,249. 
It therefore appears 
that protection did not furnish one-tenth 
of the money required to put down the 
rebellion. 
In fact the internal revenue 
taxes furnished in one year of the war 
more than the tariff brought during the 
whole four. * The means for putting down 
the rebellion were in truth derived largely 
from loans, of which a great part came from 
Europe. 
Had the country been forced to 
rely upon protection it would have trusted 
to a broken reed. 
As to the claim that 
protection “ revived the national credit,” 
nothing eould be sillier or more untrue. 
When protection was highest the national 
credit wa3 lowest. 
It rose when the 
Federal armies stamped out the rebellion, 
aud when they made it plain to all the 
world that the Union could not be 
destroyed by its enemies. 
The claim that protection has “ dis- 
“ charged in large part the national debt ” 
is not true. 
No doubt it has contributed 
to that end, by compelling the people to pay 
higher taxea than were required for revenue 
purposes, but the internal revenue taxea 
have done very much more than the tariff 
to this end, and that is precisely why the 
protectionists, who do not want the debt 
to be paid off, because they fear tariff re­ 
vision, are now working for a reduction in 
the internal revenue taxes. 
The statement 
that the industries of the country have 
“ quadrupled” since 1S60 is, in the first 
place, not true. 
In the second place, the 
increase in the industries of the country 
which has really taken place is accounted 
for by the growth of population and es­ 
pecially by the extension of railroad build­ 
ing and the consequent rapid development 
of new regions. 
The claim that protection 
has maintained the “ unexampled and con- 
“ tinued prosperity ” of these industries for 
twenty years, would seem to have been 
made by a foreigner who knew nothing of 
American history during that period. 
We 
do not know how else to account for tho 
almost miraculous forgetfulness which thus 
ignores the panic of 1S73, and the six suc­ 
ceeding bad years which produced so much 
alarm and gloomy foreboding throughout 
the country. 
The truth is that the country has hardly 
yet recovered from that prolonged depres­ 
sion, during which the buoyant influence 
of the protective system was in vain 
looked for. 
That panic, too, caipe in the 
midst of high tariff conditions, in fact the 
highest we have ever had, aud the true 
reason why we were so long in recovering 
from it was because the tariff was all the 
time preventing our merchants and manu­ 
facturers from relieving themselves by 
seeking foreign markets for their goods. 
As to the assertion that protection has 
turned the balance of trade in our favor, in 
the first place the phrase and the concep­ 
tion it embodies are alike erroneous, and in 
the second place the change which has oc­ 
curred has been the result of a succession 
of good harvests in this country, and of 
nothing else. 
Whatever prosperity wo 
now enjoy we owe to the unprotected la­ 
bor of the American farmer. 
But for him 
the protectionists would still have been 
struggling under the burden of the legacies 
of the panic of 1S73. 
It ¡3 the work of the 
farmer which has restored our industries, 
raised oar credit, brought gold and silver 
into the treasury, reduced the public debt, 
ana made a market for the abnormally and 
udjustly expensive goods which the pro­ 
tected manufacturers produce. 
Protection during all this time has been 
doing the country harm and not good. 
It 
has destroyed American maritime com­ 
merce. 
It has made it almost impossible 
to sell American goods abroad. 
It has 
bled our farmers and mechanics at every 
pore. 
It has forced the people generally 
to pay forty or fifty per cent, more than 
the things ought to sell for, for all the pro­ 
tected goods they use. 
It has more than 
doubled the price of steel rails, and com­ 
pelled the public to pay the difference. 
It 
ha3 furnished no compensation for all 
these evils, and alter all we find its greedy, 
impudent, and mendacious representatives 
coolly pSoposiDg that the American people 
shall submit to further robbery in the 
shape of subsidies for ships which cannot 
carry American goods abroad, because the 
tariff renders it impossible for them to 
compete with European manufacturers. 
Assuredly it Í3 time the people roee and 
shook off the Old Man of the Sea, whose 
modern name is “ Protection.” 


solemnity of the occasion b e urged as a 
sufficient reason for the maintenance of 
exemplary decorum. 
For it is well known 
that precisely in proportion to the strain 
put upon the human mind, is its tendency 
to reactionary movements, and therefore 
the more impressed the audience were with 
the significance of the trial, the quicker 
would they respond to any opportunity for 
momentary merriment. 
In any case it is 
not clear how the Court can preserve a 
funereal silence all day. If the audience 
occasionally laugh, the laugh is over be­ 
fore anything can be done, and it is impos­ 
sible to turn people out for laughing. 
It 
is probable that Guiteau’s actions are at 
times quite grotesque, aud that being so it 
is surely natural that they should provoke 
mirth. 
Even very sober-minded people 
have before now been unable to restrain 
themselves from laughing at funerals, and 
this trial is after all not altogether so sol­ 
emn an occasion. 


THE CONDUCT OF GUITEAU. 


Some Eastern journals are much scan 
dalized at the behavior both of Guiteau 
and of the audience in the Court-room at 
Washington. 
The behavior of Guiteau 
is no doubt very offensive and unbecoming, 
but it is evident that Judge Cox is reluc­ 
tant to impose any restraints upon him lest 
it be charged that he had not a fair trial, 
and this is certainly, if an error of judg­ 
ment, one which cannot b s considered 
serious. 
It is indeed very desirable that 
this defendant, against whom the anger 
and hatred of the whole nation glow, 
shonld be accorded every privilege and 
freedom which the n os; exacting could 
require in his situation. 
As regards the 
conduct of the audience, perhaps it is not 
so easy for those who are present to govern 
their feelings when the defendant gives 
full way to his eccentricities, nor can the 


MORMON 
RUMORS. 


At intervals for several years past re­ 
ports of the most singular kind have been 
made concerning the Mormons. 
It has 
been stated that they were layiDg plans 
for the extension of their influence, and 
that they were colonizing the Territories 
about Utah for this purpose. The Gov­ 
ernor of Idaho in his last message officially 
indorsed this report, and in fact talked as 
if he really believed the safety of the re­ 
public to be threatened by Mormon in­ 
trigues. 
These old storieS are now re­ 
vived, and to them are added some new 
ones, to the effect that the Mormon Bishops 
are really temporal Judges, that the Mor­ 
mons refused to give the required infor­ 
mation to tho census officers, and so forth. 
It is certainly curious that the United 
States Government should have to derive 
any of its information about one of its own 
Territories from an independent organi­ 
zation which assumes the right of with­ 
holding whatever it pleases. 
It is also 
curious that after all these years we 
should still be talking about the Mormons 
very much as if they were foreigners 
occupying a foreign land, and with whom 
our intercourse was so slight as to leave us in 
comparative ignorance as to their true 
condition and purposes. 
But this is 
merely a representation of actual fact, and 
it is a fact which is equally true of other 
religious organizations than the Church of 
Latter-Day' Saints of Utah. 
Whenever 
a priestly' government is set up, and is 
allowed to 
proceed without check or 
hindrance, it will endeavor to control tem­ 
poral affairs so soon as it has securely 
established its spiritual supremacy. 
The 
Church of Rome did this as loDg as the 
world would eubmit to it. 
The Mormons 
we may be sure will do the same as loDg as 
the United States allows them. 
And the 
condition of things in Utah seems to us to 
point the moral that a government which 
guarantees freedom to its citizens is under 
obligations to protect them against that 
worst of all despotisms, the despotism of 
the intellect which is inseparable from 
ecclosiastical education of any kind. 
All 
churches look upon education as a means 
of instilling their particular dogmas. 
All 
churches desire to profit by the feebleness 
and plasticity of the infant intelligence. 
They all appreciate the fact that if their 
beliefs can be forced upon the immature 
mind before it is able to reason abcnt them, 
it will be very 
apt 
to retain those 
beliefs subsequently', even in despite of 
reason. 
The strength of the Mormon 
church, as of all others, lies in its hold 
upon the educational machinery. 
And in 
allowing any church to wield this power it 
is questionable whether the United States 
Government is not faithless to its high 
trust. 
Experience has shown that there 
are no superstitions too absurd, no greeds 
too irrational, no theological propositions 
too extravagant, to be grafted upon the 
minds of children. 
The central authority, 
therefore, which exposes the rising genera­ 
tion to these pernicious and depraving in­ 
fluences, is amenable to a very serious im­ 
peachment, and at the same time it is pur­ 
suing a policy which must breed difficulties 
of the most formidable kind in the near fu­ 
ture. 
The Mormons have had more license 
allowed them than any other pseudo­ 
religious community on the face of the 
earth; but it is evident that a halt will 
have to be called eventually, and Con­ 
gress can only increase the difficulties of 
the case by procrastinatiou. 


EXPLAINING 
THINGS. 
Messrs. O’Connor, Sheehy, and ITealy, 
delegates to the Irish Convention to be 
held at Chicago, have issued an address in 
which they undertake to explain the pres­ 
ent state of affairs in Ireland. 
They say 
in effect that nobody must believe the 
calumnious stories which represent the 
Irish as being satisfied with the Land Act, 
or as being ready to pay tlieir rent. 
On 
the contrary, the delegates declare, the 
Irish people “ stand face to face with one 
“ of the most trying situations that ever 
“ tried th8 manhood and patriotism of the 
“ nation.” That is to say, that they are 
obliged to make their choice between the 
Faruellite programme and acceptance of 
the Land Act. 
The delegates assert that 
“ in the vast majority of cases the rent3 
“ will not be paid.” It appears, therefore, 
that the newest form of Irish “ patriotism ” 
consists in taking the property of other 
people and refusing to pay for it. 
This 
kind of proceeding goes by a very different 
name in the United States and other civil­ 
ized countries. 
People who make con­ 
tracts and break them, who incur obliga­ 
tions and refuse to discharge them, who 
rent land and decline to pay the rent, 
are 
characterized 
elsewhere, 
not 
as 
patriots, but as swindlers and cheats. 
It 
is very difficult to believe that the Irish 
people have of a sudden lost the capacity 
to distinguish between right and wrong in 
this way. 
It is indeed much easier to be­ 
lieve that they are calumniated by such 
men as O'Connor, Sheehy and Healy. The 
actual state of the case, however, cannot 
be long uncertain. 
By Christmas we shall 
know whether these delegates are speaking 
the truth or not. And if it shonld appear 
that they have not slandered their coun­ 
trymen it will be for the American people 
to conftder what this “ no-rent” move­ 
ment implies and embodies, snd how far it 
is either safe, right or politic for those who 
owe everything they possess to firm main­ 
tenance of the righisoT property, to extend 
any countenance to a scheme which strikes 
at the roots of all scciil relations, and 
which, if indorsed as applicable to Ire­ 
land now, must at no ’ate date be im­ 
ported asequally applicable to the United 
States.

SCHOOL 
MEETINGS. 


The cal! for a meeting of parents of child­ 
ren in public gchoole resident in Precinct 
4.',, last night, wss responded to by between 
thirty and forty citizens, who assembled at 
Pyrne’g carpet-beating establishment on O 
Btreet, between Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets. 
Sparrow Smith was called to the 
chair and stated the object of the meeting to 
be to consult regarding the school officers’ 
election the first week in December. George 15. 
KaUenatein was elected Chairman. Speeches 
were made by Messrs. Boyne, Henderson, 
joet, Katzensteia, Willey, Boh!, Taylor and 
others. A resolution was cffered indorsing 
the nomination of Felix Tracy for Director 
and opposing the nomination of Dr. Liine 
for Superintendent. A division of the ques­ 
tion was demanded, and brought on a warm 
debate, and finally the motion indorsing Mr. 
Tracy was unanimously adopted, the motion 
opposing Dr. Laine was abandoned, and the 
resolution was unanimously adopted “ dis­ 
approving and condemning the action of the 
Republican City Central Committee in fore­ 
stalling the action of the citizens’ meeting, 
then already called, and in nominating at the 
time and as was done.” A second resolution 
was then adopted, instructing the Chairman 
to call a meeting of all the citizens of the 
ward, to be held at some central point, to 
further consider the matter. The meetings 
then adjourned. The general sentiment of 
the meeting, as expressed, was that the citi- 
zsns should have been permitted to nominate, 
irrespective of party, and that they should do 


b o still, and that the action of the llapubli- 
can City Central Committee was hasty, and 
had to prevent actioD by parents of pupils in 
the schools. 
The expression was not person­ 
ally hostile to the nominee for School Super­ 
intendent, but against the committee and in 
favor of the plan suggested by the Chairman 
of the Central Committee. 
The Democratic City Central Committee 
met last evening at the Capital Hotel to con- 1 
sider the school question. 
The expression 
was decidedly against making party nomina­ 
tions, and strongly in favor of nominations 
by a citizens’ meeting. 
W ith a view to fur­ 
ther consider the matter, the committee 
agreed that it would thee make no nomina­ 
tions, but would meet again Saturday even­ 
ing to again resume consideration of the mat­ 
ter. 
Xo meeting was finally held in the Third 
W ard last evening, tjuite a number gathered 
at the Court house, but after waiting a short 
time dispersed. 


S u d d e n 
D e a th . — George 
W . Gilbert, 
Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue, died 
yesterday afteraoon, at the Union Hotel, in 
this city, after an illness of only a few hours. 
He went to bed as well as usual night before 
last at about 11 o’clock, but two or three 
hours afterwai ds became very ill with pneu­ 
monia. 
Phyciciaus were summoned, but con­ 
gestion Bet in and he grew rapidly worse, 
uutil between 1 and 2 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, when he died. 
The deceased was an 
old and prominent resident in this city and 
upon the coast. 
He was born in Cincinnati, 
and came to this coast from Dayton, Ohio, ar­ 
riving here early in 1850. 
He has been a 
resident of Sacramento since about 1852, and 
the greater portion of the time has been en­ 
gaged in conducting stage lines between this 
city and various towns in the mountains. 
He h aB beenj inore or les3 connected with 
Agricultural Society matters, especially with 
the Fpced department, and was at odb time 
Secretary of the State Agricultural Associa­ 
tion. 
For several years he has been con­ 
nected with the internal revenue office of 
this district, and was 
at present Chief 
Deputy Collector. 
The deceased was 55 
years of age, and was never married. The 
time for the funeral had not been announced 
last evening.

Testimony of William Milgate, Senator 
Johnston and J. M. Upham—Adjourn­ 
m ent until Monday Next. 


The slickens case, The People vs. Gold 
Run Ditch and Mining Company, was re­ 
sumed in the Superior Court at 9;30 a . j i, 
yesterday, Judge Temple presiding. 
Wm. Milgate sworn—I arrived in Sacra­ 
mento on tho 28th day of November, 1852. 
I owned 100 acres on the bank of American 
river just below the bridge. My brother took 
up the land in 1850. Our residence was 
about 500 feet from the edge of the bank. 
The waters of the river at that point were 
very deep. The bank during the summer 
was twenty-two feet above the water. The 
bed of the river was covered with coarse 
gravel. 
We used to ford during the summer 
just above where the bridge is located. The 
water at the ford was three feet deep and 
in crossing we could see plenty of fish. 
Sand-bars did not form nor the channel be­ 
gin to fill until 1861. The deposit on my 
place in 1SG2, in some places, was more than 
ten feet deep. All of our land was covered 
during this flood with coarse sand. Ourfeucts 
were completely covered, and when the water 
subsided we had to dig for cur wagons in fivo 
feet of sand. The deposit on the south side 
of the river opposite my place is fully thirty- 
six feet deep. The early floods prior to 1S62 
did the land no harm. The sediment depos­ 
ited by those overflows were beneficial to the 
soil. The sand that covers it now is entirely 
worthless, and has totally destroyed the 
productiveness of the soil. 
The channel has 
so filled up with sand and sediment that the 
water overflows all th¡3 land during the en­ 
tire winter and during any ordinary high 
water. 
Prior to 1862 we could live at all 
times of the year with perfect safety. Now 
each year, fur several months at a time, it 
is a 
MUDDY SEA OF WATER, 
Not only covering my place, but is a watery 
waste miles in extent. The water since 1862 
lias always constantly been laden heavily 
with sand and sediment. 
Sand bars of im­ 
mense area are constantly forming in tho 
river channel. 
The river on several occasions 
during high water has scoured out its chan­ 
nel and deposited the sand in the Sacramento. 
Senator William Johnston sworn—I came 
to California in 1849, and have been engaged 
in farming for thirty-one years on the east 
bank of the Sacramento, south of Sacra­ 
mento City. 
I forded the American river 
opposite Sutter’s Fort in 1849. Its waters 
were clear, bottom gravelly, and the banks 
were quito bluff. The Sacramento at that 
time, opposite my place, was quite wide, 
twenty feet deep, and the banks were quite 
b'uff. The commerce of the river at that 
time was carried on by such vessels as the 
New World, Senator, Hartford and McKim. 
Afterwards vessels even larger, such as the 
Capital and Chrysopolis, navigated its wa­ 
ters. During the fiist ten years of my resi­ 
dence on the river I observed no changes. 
During the last ten year?, aud especially the 
last year, the river channel has been consid­ 
erably filled with sand. Opposite my place 
it has fil'ed up even with the bank of tbe 
river. Just below my house it is filled io to 
the depth of thirty feet. This deposit we 
call elickcns. 
It is composed of 


WHITE SAND AND FINE SEDIMENT. 
When dry it ha3 a whitish appearance; when 
wet it is sticky and of a yellowish color. 
When it dries it cracks in places to a consid­ 
erable depth. [Witness shown samples.] I 
recognise sample 6 [Gatlin’s sample] as the 
sxme kind as tho deposit of 18S0. 
[Hodg- 
don's slickens.] This resembles the deposit 
of n few years preceding. Sample No. 3 [A. 
S. G.] resembles the first deposit. [Sample 
cf Hodgdon gray sand.] Wo have but little 
of this material. 
I t first made its appear­ 
ance on the Whitcomb ranch last winter. 
The filling up of the channel has made the 
floods more frequent. I t takes bat little 
rainfall nowadays to make it overflow its 
banks. The water in tbs river flowing bo 
high above the original surface porcoiates the 
levee, and the sipage destroys to a great ex­ 
tent the productiveness of the lands near the 
ri\ er. Prior to 1862 the sipage water was 
easily taken care of. 
We, during that time, 
never failed to raise large and abundant crops 
of fruits and vegetables. 
Fiuit was the most 
profitable crop that could be raised. The 
soil was first-class dark, lcainy soil. The soil 
in the tules was rich, and where reclaimed 
was as good as the bank laud. The land would 
produce ten tons of Irish or sweet pot-.ties 
to tbe acre. 
I have raised fifty bushels of 
wheat to the acre on my place. We had two 
markets—Sail Francisco and Sacramento. It 
took twenty-four hours to reach the first, aud 
two or three hours the latter. 


FRUITS OF ALL KINDS 
Flourished and produced abundantly, and 
our crops were always the first in market. 
Now things are changed. Uur crops are not 
so early, many of our orchards are destroyed, 
and crops of any kind very uncertain. 
Tho 
width of cultivatabls land has diminished 
one-half. Both sides of the river have been 
affected in this manner. 
Fully one-third of 
the best land on the east side of tho river has 
been destroyed. The levees we have now 
have been built since 1862—most of them 
since 186S. Tho assessment per acre for levee 
purposes on Grand Island has been §31 25 
My levee his cost me perhaps 55 per acre. 
I 
have 534 acres in my tract, ar.d devote it to 
fruit, vegetables and grazing. 
We have to 
put our houses on mounds. 
My house is 12 
feet above the natural ground. 
I saved my 
cattle from drowning last winter by putting 
them on an artificial mound. I put my house 
up so high bo as to keep out o' the water. A 
great many of my neighbors have done the 
same. These who had not done so 


LIVED IN THE WATER 
Last winter. There are n.any fine resi­ 
dences in my section, aud they are ail built 
on mound», and about twelve feet above the 
natural soil. Prior to 1862 we had no use 
for ievees or elevated houses. My levee has 
a base of twenty-four feet and six feet high. 
This levee last winter was overtopped by the 
floods. The land on the opposite eide of the 
river suffered more than ours. This was 
caused by the breaks above, ou the west side 
f the Sacramento river. 
Originally most of 
tbe steamers came through what was called 
Steamboat slough. I t was a shorter route, 
had a great depth of water, and all the large 
trait csme through that chaunei until about 
three years since. 
All tho natural laud 
on the east side of the river, south of 
Sacramento, heretofore protected by levees, 
was overflowed 
to 
a great 
depth last 
winter. The deposit oil my places by the 
flood of 1862 was slight end not detrimental. 
It was not so deep but what it could 
he plowed in and mixed with the soil. Most 
of the damage has been done by sandy de­ 
posits within the last five years, and list 
winter the deposit was equal to any two 
years previous. A littla more filling up of 
the river channel, and that country will he 
destroyed for agricultural purposes and ren­ 
dered uninhabitable. The roads and high­ 
ways have been washed away in some placea, 
and in others rendered impassable during the 
wet Beason. 
During the winter we come to 
the city by steamer and aiso by small boats 
through the tules. 
I have noticed that 
THE RIVER BOTTOM 
Is higher during a liigh stage of water than it 
is after tbe water his subsided. In rowing 
and poling boats acro-a the river I have no­ 
ticed bars of sand moving down the channel. 
Since the 1st of May this year the water has 
been clearer than at any time during the laet 
ten year?. Durirg the summer this compar­ 
atively clear water has cut out, deepened and 
widened the channel conriderabiy. Orchards 
were first planted in 1851. This busiueis, 
up to 1870, was very profitable, and a 
great many were engaged in ic. ¡Since 
1870, and noticeably during the past few 
year?, the sipage and oveifl iws have toa very 
great extent killed the most valuable orchard?. 
The cherry, peach, plum and apricot orchards 
have been nearly ruined. Every time we 
have had a flood, and notably laet year, onr 
fruit trees during the .blooming season were 
etanding in water to a considerable depth. 
The usual frontage of each farm ou the river 
prior to 1860 was half a mile, and at that 
time every half-mile between Sacramento and 
W alnut Grove was occupied by a thrifty 
farmer. 
Cross-examined (by Mr. Catlin)—The nat­ 
ural growth on the river banks as oak, eye- 
amore, ash, buckeye, grape-vines and various 
kinds of shrubbery. 
In 1850 I ferried in 
front of my place, and know that the river 
was on an average 20 feet in depth. There 
were 
NO SHOALS 
In the Sacramento river that I know of. The 
rainfall in 1861 and 1862 was 36 inches, and 
that of 1880 and 1881 less than 27 inches. 
The rains were over before the middle of Jan­ 
uary, 1861 and 1862. 
In 1861 and 1862 some 
parts of my place were covered to a depth of 
20 feet. The flood of 1881 and 1882 was three 
feet higher on the river bank than the high 
water of 1861 and 1862. The ievees on the 
west side of tbe river last winter were de­ 
stroyed to a considerable extent by the water 
from the tule running over them. There were,, 
six breaks in the east levee of the river be-r 
tween this city and my place. 
One break, at 
the Whitcomb ranch, was about 80 rod? Tide, 


The Freeport levee is seven miles above me. 
The Lisbon district is ab. ut 12 miles from 
Sacramento by the river. The ievees of that 
district are 10 or 12 feet high, with a base of 
40 feet. The raising cf vegetables is not so 
extensive during the last ten years as the ten 
years preeedicg. 
The fruit crop has greatly 
diminished during the last five years. The 
Tullis fruit ranch has not been to productive 
during the iast few years es formerly. Prior 
to 1862could have cultivated four fifths of my 
entire place. Last year I cultivated only 
about 100 acres. A t least three-fourths of 
this land wa? cultivated in 1854, 18o5, 
1856 
and 
1859. 
During 
those 
years 
it wi3 not 
overflnved to any extend. 
Sol. Runyon was the largest fruit-grower on 
the river. 
Hollister, Rawls ton and others 
have very extensive orchards. 
The upper 
[’.art of Grand Island is tolerably high land. 
Some of the titles to land on that island are 
United States patents; others bought from 
the Stale und-r the Swamp Land Act. 
In 
eariy days the island crop was almost entirely 
vegetables. 
. 
J. M. UPRAM SWORN. 
I moved to Shtrmau Island in tbe spring of 
1S62, and to Emmaton. my present residence, 
in 1871. 
The island is about twelve miles 
long. I have been an extensive landowner 
there for some years, and ; een one of the 
Trustees since 1SG8. Laige bars of sand have 
formed in the river weet of the channel 
iu 
the 
last 
few years. 
The channe 
ha3 decreased about one-third of its capacity 
bv the filling in of tho bottom and on tiic 
sides w ith sand ami sediment. The bottom 
bss filled to a depth of ten feet. This deposit 
has been increasing every year, and at pres­ 
ent the discharging capacity of the river ha.i 
been reduced fully one-half. During the last 
few years tbe water has been more heavily 
laden with sand than formerly, aud has hada 
tendency to make the current of the river 
sluggish. 
The river is gradually losing its 
velocity.* The more debris there is iu the 
water the less the velocity of the current. 
After 1863 and until 1866 there were but a 
few ievees on 44 hoi 111 111 Island. The island at 
that time was very successfully cultivated in 
vegetables. In 1868 they built large and sub­ 
stantial levees, but the continued raising of 
the river bed by the deposit of sand and de­ 
tritus rendered them useless when high waters 
came. 
In 1877 and 1878 the waters over­ 
topped the levees. We have expended since 
1862 about §35 per acre ou our levees, and 
have been for the past four or five years un­ 
der water most of the time, and especially 
during the planting seaeon. The soil was 
very productive. Have known w’r.eatyields of 
60 bushels to the acre. In 1862 there was no 
land cultivated on the island. 


THE CULTIVATION 
Of the island began in 1856. We raised our 
largest crops iu 1S77, after we made our 
heaviest levees. Sherman Island is now all 
uuder water, 14,000 acres, sad ail of it has 
been cultivated in past years. 
It ha» been 
under water for two years before this one. 
The year before that some attempt was made 
to cultivate. 
We have there a school-house, 
store, shop, houses, etc., and religious services 
are held some times. The school-house floated 
away cnce, but was brought back. Think 
the island is ruined. Don’t think it will ever 
be recusitated. The water stands over the 
lands the year round now. 
Formerly the 
tide fell sufficiently to drain the land?, but 
now the tide is from twelve to eighteen inches 
less, and we lose its drainage effect; then, 
too, the water in the river is so much higher, 
that between the two our drainage is de­ 
stroyed, and it is doe to tho rise in the bed of 
the ¡iver. 
It would cost fully §30 per acre 
now to repair and rebuild the leveef. The 
brealja we think ara attributablo to the rais­ 
ing of the bed of the Sacramento river by 
reason of its filling up. I have been over 
Brannan, Andrus, Grand and other islands. 
On Sherman Island the soil is mainly de­ 
cayed vegetable matter. Have had but little 
deposit from the river. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
Never heard Sherman Island called a floating 
island. Never heard any who lived there so cal! 
it. In eome places for four and live acres 
the land, to a certain depth, rises 
and 
fail?, that is, is influenced by the flood. 
Probably out of the 14,000 acres there may 
lie twenty-live of that kind. 
That’s all 1 
know of showing those indications. I believe 
Sherman Island can be reclaimed, but don’t 
think it wiil be. The first assessment on the 
island to reclaim it was §4 80 per acre. That 
first levee we buiit was of a material that 
would not wash away. 
It broke from pres­ 
sure. The water was higher in 1862 at the 
island, by¿a foot or two, than at any time 
since. 
Don’t think the island was flooded in 
1874 and 1S75. There was no general over­ 
flow in those year?, but there may have been 
a few breaks that admitted the water for a 
day or two, until the break-- were repaired— 
but I don’t say certainly that that was so. 
A break in 1878 caused a general overflow of 
the island. 
High water was the ODly cause 
of it, and not a defective levte. 
The levee 
broke in at Horseshoe bend, in the river, by 
reason of a strong current due to the filling- in 
of the river on the opposite bliore. Afier the 
Sacramento river filled the bland the out­ 
ward pressure of the water inside caused the 
weaker places cn the San Joaquin side to 
give way, as the water from the Sacramento 
was so much higher than that in the San 
Joaquin. There was no school-house prior to 
1862 on the island. 
Io 1872 we bililt one and 
a year or two before there had been another 
built, so we had two some distance apart. 
Up to 1867, if there were no levees on the 
isiaad, the tide at the high tides would 
just 
perceptibly 
flow over the banks, 
but never got back to the middle of the 
island. 
It percolated through, but the 
absorption and evaporation kept the middle 
dry, so much so that in one or two years we 
had extensive fires, the soil taking firs some- 
wh.re and bnrning extensively. 
There are 
some small sloughs running back a few rods, 
acd one slouah, Mayberry’s, is eight miles 
long. 
The §35 per acre expended in reclama­ 
tion has been iu part expended in the repair 
of levees. The highest single assessment was 
§13 25 per acre. 
A t 1 p. M. the Court adjourned until 9:30 
A. M. Monday. 
During the afternoon coun­ 
sel and the Judge of the Court drove to some 
of the points near the mouth of the American 
icun river referred to in the testimony.

Diphtheria is prevalent in some of the 
towns of Siskiyou county. 
Work has been commenced on the new 
Catholic church at Lower Lake. 
Steps are being taken to establish a 
Lodge of the A. O. U. W . in Lower Lake. 
It is rumored that an independent paper 
is about to make its appearance in Santa 
Eosa. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad line is just 
now infested with tramps traveling in both 
directions. 
W ild ducks are plentiful, and hunters 
are daily meeting w ith great success at 
Lower Lake. 
Drummers are compelled to pay a county 
license of §26 and a city license of §20 be­ 
fore they can “ drum ” in Virginia City.

S ix th —D ilute one p a rt of “ liver of lim e ” in 20 
p arts of w a te r; im m erse cu ttin g s an d ro o ted vines 
ten m inutes.

7. T ran sp o rtab le m aterial cf any kind, infested by 
an v in sect o r insects, o r th e irerme thereof, nam ely, 
th e ir eggs, larvae* o r pupae, know n to be in ju rio u s 
to fru it o r fru it trees, and liable to spread contagion, 
is hereb y p ro h ib ited from being offered fo r sale, gift, 
d istrib u tio n or tran sp o rtatio n . 
8. T ree o r p la n t cu ttin g s, grafts, scions, p lan ts o r 
trees of an y k in d m ay be disinfected by dipping in 
a solution com posed of n o t less th a n one pound 
(1 ft) of com m ercial co n cen trated lye to each and 
every tw o (2) gallons of w ater u sed as such disin­ 
fectan t, o r in an y o th e r m an n er satisfactory to th e 
Chief E xecutive H o rtic u ltu ral an d H ealth Officer. 
9. E m pty fru it boxes, packages o r b ask ets m ay 
be disinfected by d ip p in g in b oiling w ater, and al­ 
lowed to rem ain in said boiling w ater n o t less th a n 
tw o m inutes. 
Said boiling w ater used as such d is­ 
infectant to contain in solution n o t leaa th an one 
pound (1 ft) of co n cen trated p otash, o r th ree- 
fo u rth s (j) of one pound (1 ft) of co n c en trated lye 
to each and every tw en ty gallons of w ater, o r in 
any o th e r m an n er satisfactorv to th e C hief E xecu­ 
tive H orticu ltu ral and H ealth Officer. 
10. F ru it on deciduous wind citru s trees infested 
by any species of Scale In sect or Scale Insects, o r 
th e germ s thereof, nam ely, th e ir eggs, larv:e o r 
pupae, m ay be disinfected before rem oval from th e 
tree, o r from th e prem ises w here growrr., by w ash­ 
ing or thoroughly sp ray in g said fru it w ith a so lu ­ 
tion com posed of one pound (1 f t) of w hale oil soap 
and one-fourth of one pound of flowers of su lp h u r 
to each and every one and o n e-q u arter (1*) gallons 
of w ater used as such d isin fectan t, o r in any o th er 
m anner satisfactory to th e C hief E xecutive H o rti­ 
cu ltu ral and H ealth Officer. 
11. OwTiera of fru it of any kind grow n in an y 
o rchard, nursery or place, in w hich trees o r p lan ts 
are know n to be infested w ith any insect o r insects, 
o r th e germ s thereof, nam ely, th e ir eggs, la rv a o r 
p u p * ; know n to be in ju rio u s to fru it or fru it trees, 
an d liable to spread contagion, an d all persons ia 
possess:on- thereof, or offering for sale, gift, d istri­ 
b u tio n o r tran p o rtatio n , are hereby required to p ro ­ 
cu re a certificate of disinfection before rem oval for 
sale, gift, d istrib u tio n or t ansportation. 
12. A ny tree or p lan t cuttings, grafts, scions, 
p lan ts o r tre e s of any kind, em pty fru it boxes, fru it 
packages, o r fru it baskets, or transferable m aterial 
of any kind, offered for sale, gift, distrib u tio n o r 
transi>ortation, in violation of th e Q uarantine R ules 
an d R egulations for th e protection «»f fru it a n d ‘fru it 
trees, approved by th e Board of State V iticultural 
C om m issioners, m ay be seized by th e Chief Execu­ 
tiv e H o rtic u ltu ral and H ealth Officer, or by any of 
th e loeal resid e n t In spectors appointed by him ; 
said seizure to be th e ta k in g possession thereof, and* 
ho d in g fo r disinfection, o r for an order r.f condem ­ 
n atio n by a C o u rt of co m p eten t jurisdiction. 
13. A nv person violating th e above Q uarantine 
R ules and R egulations shall be deenieu g u ilty of a 
a isd e m e u io r, an d upon conviction th ereof shall be 
pun ish ab le by fine of n o t less th a n tw enty-five nor 
m ore th a n one hun d red doll irs.
